The War in China 

Following recent clashes between 
Chinese and Japanese troops at several 
points in North China, a major engage 
ment broke out at Shanghai last week-end, 
which seems certain to have forced a 
showdown on the inevitable battle for con 
trol of the mainland of Asia. 

The immediate difficulty in Shanghai 
may be traced toa violation of the Shang 
hai Truce of 1982, which provided for: 
first, the cessation of all forms of hostile 
acts by China in Shanghai, and second, 
the exclusion of Chinese troops from cer 
tain areas west and north of the foreign 
settlement. This truce was broken on 
August 9th from the Japanese viewpoint 
when a Japanese naval officer and sea 
man were killed. It was charged by Japan 
that this killing was done by members of 
the Chinese Peace Preservation Corps and 
Japan demanded that the Corps be im 
mediately withdrawn twelve miles from 
the foreign seitlement. This China re 
fused and the Peace Preservation Corps 
started digging in, which was construed 
by Japan to be a hostile act. 

Thereupon Japan landed additional 
sailors, which force she considered neces 
sary to protect her foreign population 
which had been increased to some 27,000 
Nationals due to the recent evacuation of 
Japanese Nationals from the Yangtze 
Valley. The Peace Preservation Corps 
was then reinforced by elements of 
Chiang Kai-Shek’s German trained S7th 
and SSth Divisions fron Nanking, and the 
bulk of this force became engaged in 
Chapei in a fire fight, which commenced 
on August 13, with the Japanese land 
force which was guarding the Japanese 
settlement in Hongkew.

Oppose General Staff Bill 
Opposition developed in the Senate this 
week to the legislation proposed by the 
War Department to repeal existing law 
requiring officers to have duty with troops 

prior to serving on the General Staff. 
Senators Connally, D. of Tex. and 
Clark, D. of Mo., objected to the bill when 


it was considered by the upper house, 
Aug. 14. Earlier the measure had been 
approved by the Senate Military Com 


mittee after but brief consideration, Both 
based their opposition to the proposal on 
the ground that it might lead to the reten 
tion of officers continuously on General 
Staff duty, who had had little experience 
with troops, and result in the War De 
partment becoming controlled by cliques. 

The bill was proposed by the Depart 
ment to afford a wider selection of officers 
for General Staff assignments. It would 
repeal existing law requiring that: (1) 
Line oflicers may not detailed or re 
detailed to the General Staff unless they 
have served two of the preceding six 
years in command of troops; (2) Staff 
officers may not be detailed or redetailed 
to the General Staff unless they have 
served one of the preceding five years on 
duty with troops of a combatant arm: 
(3) that all officers serve at least one 
year out of every five on duty with troops. 


In urging passage of the bill, Secretary 
of War Woodring declared that the grow 
ing importance of assignments with the 
civilian components of the Army made it 
highly desirable that officers be assigned 
to the General Staff direct from such as 
siguments, impracticable under existing 
law. To prevent officers from serving con 
tinuously on General Staff duty, the bill

House Ruling Blocks 
Selection Suspension 


A last minute effort to force action in 
the Navy promotion situation failed Aug. 
13, when consideration of a proviso sus 
pending the action of the selection sys 
tem until next July was blocked in the 
louse, 

Representative William Hl. Sutphin, 1D) 
of N. J., a member of the House Naval 
Committee offered his resolution “sus 
pending action of selection boards” as an 
umendment to the third deficiency appro 
priation during consideration of the 
measure Tuesday. A point of order wus 
made against the amendment, however, 
on the ground that it was legislation on 
an appropriation bill and the chairman 
sustained the motion. 

And as Congress prepared to adjourn 
tonight without taking any definite steps 
toward selection reform, from another 
source came a warning of the need for 
some personnel action to avert a cut in 
retired pay. The Retired Officers’ Asso 
clation, composed of retired officers of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Coust Guard, 
Coust and Geodetic Survey and Public 
Health Service, has written to officers of 
these services warning them of the pos 
sibility of a pay cut and asking their aid 
in fighting it. The letter, signed by Col. 
A. T. Marix, USMC-Ret., points to the in 
crease in appropriations for retired pay 
and sets forth letters from members of 
Congress, laying the increase at the door 
of the selection system of the Navy. 

Representative J. William Ditter, R of 
Pa., author of the resolution on which the 
House Naval Affairs held hearings on 
selection this session, which resulted in 
the drafting of a “reform” bill by the 
Navy Department, luunched an attack on 
the Department bill this week, The Penn 
sylvanian, senior minority member of the 
subcom

mittee inserted an address in the Con 
gressional Record which he entitled 


“Navy Shadow Boxing.” Sharply eritiz 
ing the bill, Mr. Ditter declared ; 

“After a careful study I am convinced 
that the enactment of the bill would not 
promote the efficiency of the Navy but 
that it only would continue the waste of 
efficient manpower and. constitute a 
further extravagant expenditure, neither 
of which can be justified. 

“I find nothing constructive in the bill, 
1 am forced to admit that it'appeals to 
me as an attempt on the part of the Navy 
Department to cover up by involved 
phraseology and the intricacies of pro 
cedure the defects and admitted short 
comings of the present system. I there 
fore must oppose the bill 

When Representative Sutphin 
mitted his amendment to suspend selec 
tion, Representative Woodrum, in charge 
of the deficiency bill made the point of 
order against the measure whereupon Mr, 
Sutphin and Representative Ditter argued 
at some length that while the proviso was 
legislation on an appropriation bill, it 
would result in a saving and therefore 
wus proper. Representative Woodrum 
contended that it could not attach to the

cerpts from editorials on this subject. 


“What nation is threatening the South American republic?” asks the Louisville, 
Ky., Courier-Journal, “It is not mentioned specifically, but its identity is only thinly 
veiled. Nazi Germany is the only nation that could have been meant. It is the 
prime mover in the present ‘tendencies of the world political situation.’ Its sole reli- 
ance is ‘forceful action.’ It is the one country that is clamoring for ‘access to raw 


materials.’ It has conducted an aggressive campaign to obtain Brazillian coffee, 


tobacco and cotton in exchange for manufactured products on a barter basis, and | 


that campaign is menaced by the Brazillian-American reciprocal trade agreement. 

“Certainly Brazil in its defenseless condition is uneasy, But the Monroe Doctrine 
is even more powerful today than when it was promulgated more than a century 
ago and the Western Hemisphere is united by the Good Neighbor policy. The leasing 
of a few old destroyers to the sister republic would be an added deterrent to the Nazi 
regime if it has any idea of attempting to establish an empire, commercial or other- 
wise, in the New World.” 


“It is most unfortunate that Just when our South American relations seemed to 
be making such fine progress, the contretemps over our proposed lending or leasing 
of six old torpedo-boat destroyers to Brazil should have occurred,” says the New 
York, Wall Street Journal. “It is our obvious policy to be on good terms with 
Argentina, if a true Pan-American accord is to be attained. Have we plunged into 
this military matter without sufficient thought of the consequences?” 

“Great Britain has for many years pursued a successful policy in South America, 
a policy that has enabled her to be the great friend of Argentina without antagonizing 
the rest of Latin America, Is it possible that the United States is adopting a similar 
policy, only using Brazil as the counterpoise to the British friendship for Argentina? 
While such an hypothesis seems plausible at first glance, it runs entirely contrary to 
the frequently defined ‘Good Neighbor’ policy, which in its South American applica- 
tion calls for collective action among all, rather than among any group of American 
nitions. Consequently the conclusion must be that the episode is merely a regrettable 
error, How the United States can now get out of the situation without antagonizing 
Brazil, if we cancel the plans altogether, or further irritating Argentina if they are 
completed, is a ticklish problem.” ’ 


The New York Times, discusses the alleged treaty violation involved commenting: 
“It may be that technically the leased vessels would not become part of any ‘foreign 
navy,’ provided the terms of the lease were strictly adhered to, but it is easy to 
conceive of circumstances in which they might not be.

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war, would there not be a great temptation to decline to return the vessels at the very 
moment when they were most needed? Or as has happened before, were a revoly- 
tionary junta to seize power, would that regime be likely to respond promptly to an 
appeal to live up to the contractual obligations of its enemy predecessor? 

“The United States has had a long and valued friendship with Brazil, strength. 
ened recently by trade and financial accords. But it is desirable that our goveriment 
out of friendly motives toward Brazil put itself in the position of modifying the 
present ratios of naval strength between that country and the other South American 
states? Once the United States, no matter how disinterested, subjected itself to the 
criticism of taking sides among the larger American States, the very basis of the 
good neighbor policy would be imperiled.” 


The Baltimore, Md., Sun says: “There appears to be no good reason why Wash- 
ington’s explanation should not be accepted in good faith. The six destroyers are 
over-age. They could not possibly be used to defend Brazil against an attack by a 
Kuropean or Asiatic naval power. Nor are they in any sense a threat against Argen- 
tina. That country has a fleet now that is twice as large as Brazil’s and includes 
several modern and efficient fighting ships.” 


The Philadelphia, Pa., Record comments: “It’s quite possible to be a good neighbor 
without renting out firearms to the other people on the block. In fact, such trans- 
actions might be looked upon with a critical eye by some of the other neighbors. 

“The U. S. State Department’s move to lease six of our destroyers to Brazil was 
almost certain to make trouble and endanger Pan-American Co-operation. It has. 

“Perhaps there’s some good reason for Uncle Sam going into the drive-it-yourself 
warship business. If so it is about time that reason is stated.” 


The Washington, D. C., Post says: “It is suggested that Brazil needs additional 
naval strength to protect her coast from foreign invasion and as a safeguard against 
possible revolution. But if Brazil is really in danger of attack, the agreement reached 
in Buenos Aires last December should call for consultation among the American 
republics and possibly joint action. In no circumstances would it be the responsibility 
of the United States, acting alone, to fortify Brazil against either internal or external 
strife. To do so is to go a long way toward forming an alliance with the present 
Brazillian government. 

“Secretary Hull insists that the proposal would not violate the London Naval 
Treaty of 1936, forbidding signatories to sell or transfer war vessels to any foreign 
navy. Each lease would contain a ‘recapture clause’ permitting the United States 
to recall the ships at any time. Whether or not that would satisfy the literal require- 
ments of the treaty, its effect upon its spirit would clearly be destructive. For the 
treaty stipulates that signatories shall not by gift, sale or any mode of transfer 
dispose of warships for service in any foreign navy.”

Opposes General Staff Bill 
(Continued from First Page) 
would require that officers might not be 
detailed or redetailed to General Staff 
duty unless they have served two of the 
preceding six years “on other duty.” This 
latter feature of the bill was lost sight of 
during the debate on the m ‘ure on the 

floor of the Senate. 

Sentiment in the Army on the proposal 
has been divided. It is pointed out by 
some that the wider distribution of Gen- 
eral Staff assignments would depend 
almost entirely on the administration of 
the law and that by removing the present 
legal barriers the way would be paved for 
building up a General Staff clique some 
time in the future which would bring 
about a narrowing instead of a widening 
of General Staff details. 

As the result of the opposition which 
has developed, it is likely that the bill 
will be drafted by the Senate Military 
Committee to meet the objections and at 
the same time carry out the desires of the 
W ar Department. This can be done, it is 
pointed out, by merely amending existing 
law requiring specified troop service prior 
to General Staff assignment to permit 
Service with the National Guard, the 
Organized Reserves and the ROTC to 
count as such troop service. 

Upon motion of Senator Sheppard, 
chairman of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, the Senate on Aug. 19 recom 
mitted S. 2886, relating to eligibility for 
General Staff duty, to the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee. 

Extracts from the Senate debate on the 
measure follow: 

Mr. Clark, Let me ask the Senator from 
Texas if the removal of that prohibition 
would not permit officers to serve indefinitely 
on the General Staff.

As 
the amendment to the existing law is pro 
posed, the officer has to have served with 
troops not less than two years out of the pre- 
ceding six.

Mr. Clark. And served a week with troops. 

Mr. Connally. Why could he not then serve 
another four years’ term on the General Staff? 

Mr. Sheppard. This is a War Department 
bill. I am sure it was not the intention of the 
War Department to bring about, as a result 
of this measure, the situation the Senator 
from Missouri (Mr. Clark) and the Senator 
from Texas (Mr, Connally) have suggested. It 
may be that the measure has not been framed 
with sufficient clearness. On account of the 
fact that so many officers are being required 
for detail with the Organized Reserves, the 
National Guard, and the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps, it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to secure officers for General Staff 
duty. 

Mr. Connally. If the War Department can 
not get officers to go to the General Staff who 
have been with troops, they are going to get 
them for staff duty or training service some 
where else. The point I make is that they 
should take officers who have been with 
troops. What is the use of learning staff duty, 
if you do not know anything about troops 
and the command of troops ?—because that is 
what you learn staff duty to do. 

Mr. La Follette. I call for the regular order. 

Mr. Connally. I do not like to object, but I 
do not like the bill at all. 

Mr. Sheppard. I am of the opinion that the 
suggestion of the Senator from Texas (Mr. 
Connally) should have serious consideration, 

Mr. Clark. I think the objection of the 
junior Senator from Texas (Mr, Connally), 
that an officer ought to serve with troops, is 
extremely valid, I recall very well that during 
the World War there was a very distinguished 
officer who had served on the General Staff for 
many years, and had written several Army 
manuals and many books on military train 
ing: and by seniority he came to be a briga 
dier general, and was put in command of a 
brigade in the front line. He drew a beautiful 
order for attack, but unfortunately he did not 
know where his front line was, and he put the 
jumping-off line something over 24% miles 
inside the German lines. (Laughter.) 

It seems to me that officers ought to serve 
with troops, and that the provision of law 
which is now sought to be amended, while it 
might be relaxed, is in itself a very meri 
torious provision. Therefore T will ask the 
Senator from Texas to let this bill go over 
until we may have a chance to examine it,

Essential Commodities Bill 

The House Military Committee has ap 
proved a bill authorizing the building up 
of a reserve of commodities essential dur 
ing war which are not produced in suffi 
cient quantities in this country. 

The measure authorizes and directs the 
Secretary of War to acquire stocks of 
manganese ore, chrome ore, tungsten ore, 
and pig tin sufficient for the national de 
fense, acquisition to be made where pos 
sible through credit against foreign war 
debts and through exchange of agricul 
tural commodities owned by the Federal 
Government, stocks so acquired to con 
stitute a national reserve and to be used 
only during emergency upon order of the 
Secretary of War. 

A favorable report was made on the 
bill by the War Department, but it was 
declared that it is not in accord with the 
financial program of the President.

Defer Auxiliary Ships 


Appropriations for starting construc- 
tion on the six auxiliary naval vessels re- 
cently authorized by Congress were de- 
nied by the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee this week. 

Explaining why budget estimates of 
the craft were left out of the third de- 
ficiency bill passed by the House this 
week, the committee declared : 

The committee was advised that the Secre 
tary of the Navy had determined that the ves- 
sels should be built within the $50,000,000 au- 
thorized but in response to a question if that 
determination could be carried out without 
sacrificing the usefulness and purpose of the 
vessels the representative of the Navy Depart- 
ment advised the Committee that such a fact 
could not be determined absolutely until more 
detailed figures as to cost were obtained, The 
committee feels that inasmuch as the Navy 
Department does not now know what the ves- 
sels will cost or whether they can be suitably 
constructed to serve their destined mission in 
the Navy for more or less than $50,000,000 that 
the funds for their commencement should be 
deferred for consideration until the next regu- 
lar naval appropriation bill by which time 
complete cost data should be available, 

Funds were allowed in the bill for im- 
proving the facilities at the New York 
and Philadelphia Navy Yards for build- 
ing the two new battleships; to replace 
a building at the Mare Island Navy Yard 
which was destroyed by fire.

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President Disapproves CE Study 


President Roosevelt this week vetoed a 
resolution passed by Congress calling 
upon the Corps of Army Engineers to pre- 
pare a comprehensive national flood-con- 
trol plan to be submitted to Congress at 
the next session. 

The Chief Executive recalled that in 
June he had recommended to Congress a 
program of national planning for the con- 
servation of water and related resources. 
Terming his plan, which involved initia- 
tion of projects locally and the integra- 
tion of such local plans into regional and 
national programs, “a thoroughly demo- 
cratic process,” the President declared 
that the procedure contemplated in the 
resolution of turning the matter over to 
the Army Engineers, was just the reverse. 

“By this resolution,” he continued, “the 
War Department would become the na- 
tional planning agency, not alone for flood 
contro! but for all the other multiple uses 
of water. Although the Department of 
Agriculture would prepare reports on 
run-off retardation and soil-erosion pre- 
vention, and the Department of the In- 
terior be consulted on reclamation proj- 
ects, the War Department would report 
for these coordinate agencies directly to 
Congress, instead of to the Chief Execu- 
tive. The local and regional basis of plan- 
ning would be ignored, and there would 
be no review of the whole program prior 
to its presentation to Congress from the 
standpoints of national budgetary con- 
siderations and national conservation 
policies. 

“The Corps of Army Engineers has had 
wide experience in the building of flood- 
control projects and has executed the 
projects entrusted to it with great skill 
and ability. Its experience and back- 
ground is not alone sufficient, however, for 
the planning of a comprehensive program 
for the development of the vast water and 
related resources of the Nation. 

“The planning of the use and control of 
water and related resources is distributed 
by law among numerous governmental 
agencies, such as the Departments of 
Agriculture and Interior, the Federal 
Power OCommission, the United States 
Public Health Service, the International 
Boundary Commission, and the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. The joint reso- 
lution encroaches upon the functions of 
these agencies, and ignores and duplicates 
the coordinated planning work already in 
progress under the general guidance of 
the National Resources Committee.” 

In disapproving the resolution, the 
President stated that its objective can be 
obtained without legislation, as he in- 
tends to submit to Congress in January a 
plan for flood control and development of 
water and soil conservation which will be 
prepared “by all of the many Governmen- 
tal agencies concerned.”

Army Housing Bill Passed 

Congress passed the $25,587,456 Army 
housing bill this week, authorizing the 
construction of quarters barracks and 
other buildings at posts throughout the 
United States and in Hawaii and 
Panama. Presidential approval of the 
measure is expected despite the fact 
that the bill as passed carries authori- 
zitions exceeding by four million dol- 
lars the amount approved by the Bu- 
reau of the Budget. 

The bill was called up in the Senate, 
late on Aug. 13, by Senator Sheppard, 
I). of Tex., chairman of the Senate Mili- 
tury Committee, and passed without op- 
position or discussion. As the measure 
had been umerded in the Senate Mili- 
tary Committee, by adding projects 
totaling approximately four million dol- 
lars, House concurrence to the amend- 
ments was necessary. This was secured 
Aug. 16, also without objection or de- 
bate, and the mensure was sent to the 
President. 

As the bill is only an authorization, 
no construction can be begun until funds 
are appropriated next year. The proj- 
ects authorized in the bill were listed in 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL in the 
issues of July 24 and 31. 





Approve Special Promotion 

The Senate, Aug. 16, passed a bill 
which would give to Brig. Gen. Manus 
McCloskey, USA on retirement, the rank 
and pay of a major general. 

Favorable action was taken on the 
bill by the Senate on the basis of a 
lengthy report by its Military Com- 
mittee urging its passage. The report, 
setting forth numerous citations and 
commendations given to General Mce- 
Closkey during his career, declared : 

In December, 1935, the War Department in- 
augurated a new policy requiring that an 
officer to be eligible for promotion to the 
rank of major general must have at least 24% 
years to serve prior to retirement. At the time 
this policy was instituted, General Mc( loskey 
had remaining two years and two months to 
serve prior to retirement. Therefore, this 
policy has operated to prevent General Mc- 
Closkey from being promoted to the rank of 
major general. In other words, four months 
of peacetime service deprived him of the fruits 
of 42 years of honest, faithful, and exception- 
ally brilliant and outstanding service. He had 
active combat service in the Spanish-American 
War, the Philippine Insurrection, the Boxer 
Rebellion in China, and In the World War. 

The War Department opposed the bill, 
which must be acted on by the House, 
stating its position as follows in a let- 
ter to the committee. 

While the Department recognizes and ap- 
preciaties the valuable service rendered by 
General McClosky, no justification can be 
found for the enactment ef 8, 2765, which 
would single him out for advancement to the 
grade of major general upon retirement, while 
other officers with records of long and dis- 
tinguished service are retired in the grades 
specifically provided by existing laws. More- 
over, the passage of this bill would create 
an embarrassing precedent inevitably leading 
to the presentation of many claims for similar 
consideration in the future. 


Extra Pay for Reporting 

A bill authorizing enlisted men of the 
Army employed as stenographers for 
Army courts of inquiry, courts-martials, 
and retiring boards to be allowed extra 
pay at the rate of ten cents for each 
100 words, was passed by Congress this 
week and sent to the President. 








Pass Sergeant-Instructors Bill 

Legislation permitting the Secretary 
of War to settle the cases growing out 
of the illegal rental of quarters by 
sergeant-instructors of the National 
Guard several years ago, was passed by 
Congress this week, 











Non-Citizens Bill Passed 


Legislation was passed by Congress 
this week permitting non-citizens now 
in the Army or who have been dis- 
charged since July 1, 1937, to be reen- 
listed, notwithstanding the provision of 
the current Army appropriation bill 
barring aliens. 

Under the terms of the new law, men 
who are not citizens may reenlist pro- 
viding they take out their first papers 
und agree to expeditiously complete 
their naturalization. Filipinos, who are 
not elig’ble for naturalization, are taken 
care of by special proviso in the act, 
perinitting them to reenlist without re- 
gard to these requirements, 

The bill was passed by the House late 
on Aug. 13, in the form it passed the 
House and sent to the President. Rep- 
resentative May, D. of Ky., Acting 
Chairman of the House Military Com- 
mittee, in submitting the measure, de- 
clared that he intended to bring in a 
bill at the next session to permanently 
bar the aeceptance of any non-citizens 
for enlistment. The proviso in the Army 
appropriation act is temporary for this 
year only. The bill was signed Aug. 20. 








Defer War Department Building 

Deferrment of construction of the new 
War Department building was voted in 
Congress this week us the House passed 
the last appropriation bill of the session, 
the Third Deficiency Bill. 

In reporting the bill, the House Ap- 
propriation Committee failed to include 
in it a budget estimate of $8,000,000 for 
starting construction on the planned 
$20,000,000 structure. Explaining the 
elimination of the item, the committee 
suid: 

In deferring the project te the future the 
committee recognizes that there is need some- 
time in the near future for adequate accommo- 
dations for the widely scattered functions of 
that important Department. They do believe 
that before any more large structures, not 
pressingly needed, are to be andertaken for 
office purposes in the Distriet of Columbia 
the most careful planning and consideration 
should be given to their lecation so as to 
avold congestion in an area of the city already 
crowded with Federal structares and present- 
ing a continuingly Increasing traffic and 
parking problem. 


CCC Authority 

Under the provisions of the Civilian 
Conservation Corps bill, which became 
law June 28, 1937, President Roosevelt 
has issued an executive order giving au- 
thority for the assignment of Army and 
Navy Reserve officers and Coast Guard 
Warrant officers to such duty under the 
Secretary of War. The order reads: 

1. Such reserve officers of the Army as shall 
be selected by the Secretary of War, such re- 
serve officers of the Navy and Marine Corps 
as shall be selected by the Secretary of the 
Navy, and such warrant officers of the Coast 
Guard as shall be selected by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, the respective numbers there- 
of to be determined by the Director of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, are hereby called 
to active duty, subject to the provisions of 
section 37a of the National Defense Act (39 
Stat. 189) and the Act of February 28, 1925 
(43 Stat. 1080), so far as applicable, and 
attached to the War Department for service 
with the Civilian Conservation Corps, and are 
ordered to report to the Secretary of War for 
such duty upon the receipt of written orders 
from the Secretary of War: Provided, that

2. The Director of the Civilian Conservation 
Corps is authorized, subject to the limitations 
and restrictions contained in Section 3 of the 
said Act of June 28, 1937, to undertake proj- 
ects on lands belonging to or under the 
jurisdiction or control of counties and munie.

3. The Secretary of War, the Secretary of 
Agriculture, the Secretary of the Interior ang 
the Secretary of Labor are requested to eo.

of the said Act of June 28, 1937. Each of the 
said Secretaries shall appoint a representative 
who shall, upon request of the Director, eon.

templated by the said Act. 





Pass Ex-Provisional Bill 


Former provisional officers of the World 
War who were honorably separated from 
the service prior to Dec. 31, 1921, would 
be entitled to all of the benefits and 
privileges allowed to emergency officers, 
under a bill passed by Congress this week, 

The House, Aug. 16, passed S. 1040, 
which would make the former provisional 
officers entitled to the bonus and to the 
emergency oflicers’ retirement laws. Be- 
sides the ex-provisionals, all persons who 
were appointed to commissioned or war- 
rant rank in the Navy from civil life or 
who entered the Navy from civil life and 
who were later promoted to commissioned 
or warrant rank during the World War 
are included in its terms. Applications for 
bonus or retirement must be made within 
one year from the date of passage of the 
act. 

On the motion of Representative 
Thomason, a provision in the Senate bill 
excluding from its benefits former pro- 
visional officers honorably discharged 
with one year’s pay under the Class B law, 
was eliminated. 

The Senate will have to act on the 
House amendments before the measure 
goes to the President. The Administration 
has expressed opposition to the bill and 
a veto of the measure would not be un- 
expected. 





Abolish Preliminary Probe 


Legislation amending Article of War 
70 so as to make a preliminary investi- 
gation unnecessary in cases tried by 
summary and special courts-martial, 
was passed by Congress this week. Un- 
der the measure, which will become law 
with the signature of the President, 
Article of War 50% was also amended 
to waive certain steps in reviewing 
court-martial cases. 
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Explosion on USS Cassin 

In an explosion aboard the destroyer 
Cassin at the Philadelphia Navy Yard on 
Aug. 18, Whitney T. McCallum, Water 
Tender, 2nd Cl. and six civilian employees 
of the Yard, Louis Sherby, Joseph Vassi- 
luzzi, Michael Secavo, William Mahl, 
George L. Driesbach and Daniel Vautier 
were killed. 

Lt. Henry M. Marshall, engineer officer 
of the Cassin was severely burned, as 
were several other navy personnel. The 
catastrophe was caused by a disrupted 
steam line in the boiler room. 

The Cassin is one of the lately commis- 
sioned destroyers, and was undergoing 
final tests at the Yard, A board of in- 
vestigation has been appointed to deter- 
mine the cause of the accident.

Naval Academy Museum 


Senator David I. Walsh, D of Mass., 
introduced a bill Aug. 13, to authorize the 
Secretary of the Navy to accept gifts and 
bequests of money for the establishment 
of a naval museum at the Naval Academy, 

The measure, proposed by the Depart- 
ment, would permit the Government to 
accept the offer of the Navy Athletic 
Association and the U. 8S. Naval Institute 
to construct the museum which also 
would use as officers for the two organiza- 
tions, and would permit gifts to be re- 
ceived by the Navy for the museum. 

“There is now in existence at the Naval 
Academy a local museum, containing 
many articles, publications, and other 
property.” Senator Walsh stated. “The 
academy has recently received a very 
valuable collection of naval medals dating 
back to the seventeenth century. It is 
believed that many similar items would be 
donated or bequeathed to the Naval 
Academy if there existed an adequate fire- 
proof museum where such articles would 
be safe from destruction.” 





Lieutenant Bolton Commended 


The Secretary of the Navy has re- 
ceived a letter from Dr. James West, 
Director of the Boy Scouts of America, 
commending Lt. Alfred J. Bolton, USN, 
of the Public Relations Branch of the 
Navy Department for his work during 
the Boy Scout Jamboree. 

“It would be utterly impossible,” Dr. 
West wrote, “to convey an adequate 
idea of the outstanding contribution Lt. 
Bolton made to the success of the Jam- 
boree, He was unquestionably one of 
the most popular men at the whole camp 
and correspondence from the Sea Scout 
leaders in the field has invariably men- 
tioned him in the highest terms. It has 
been the experience of the writer to be 
in contact with many public relations 
men and it is no exaggeration to state 
that in my experience I have never met 
a man who carried out the duties of a 
Public Relations Official in a more ade- 
quate and pleasing manner than Lt. 
Bolton. His contribution to the Sea 
Scout camp is only exceeded by the 
splendid reputation that he made for the 
Navy in his contacts with our men.” 


To Command Brooklyn 
Capt. William Denny Brereton, jr., will 
take over command of the USS Brooklyn 
when the vessel is commissioned, the 
Navy Department has revealed. 
He is at present on duty in the Office 
of Naval Intelligence in Washington. 


Navy Shore Construction Bill 

The Senate, Aug. 13, passed the cur- 
tailed Navy shore construction bill and 
sent it to the House where action will be 
delayed until next session. 

In recommending the measure to the 
Senate, the Naval Committee deleted 
authorization for the proposed naval 





supply base on San Francisco, and as ap- 
proved by the upper house, the bill carries 
projects which will cost about $6,000,000. 
The items in the bill are as follows: 

Pearl Harbor Navy Yard—$165,000 for pur- 
chase of land. 

Submarine Base, New London, Conn.—Sub- 
marine training school building and bar- 
racks building. 

Fleet Air Base, Coco Solo, C. 
quarters. 

Fleet Air Base, Pearl Harbor—Final as- 
sembly shop building. 

Naval radio and direction-finder stations, 
Annapolis, Md., Marine Island, Calif., Oahu, 
Hawaii. 

Naval Supply Depot, San Diego, Calif. — 
Storage building. 

Marin. Barracks, Parris Island, 8. C.—Four 
barracks buildings at main station; barracks 
building at rifle range, and barracks at re- 
ceiving station. 

Navy Yard, Puget Sound, Wash.—Acquisi- 
tion of private rights in building.

House. This contention the chairman up- 
held. The Sutphin amendment read: 

“That the powers and duties conferred by 
law or regulation upon selection boards for 
the Navy now established or which may be 
established during the remainder of the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1938, shall not be exer- 
cised after the date of the enactment of this 
act and prior to July 1, 1938, and no recom- 
mendation or action of any such board shall 
be effective during the remainder of the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1938.” 

Both Mr. Sutphin and Mr. Ditter con- 
fined their remarks during the debate to 
the technicalities of the rules of the 
House. Representative Ross Collins, D. 
of Miss., however, entered the debate 
with the following statement: 

Instead of saving money, as has been stated, 
this amendment, if adopted, it seems to me, 
would increase expenditures rather than re- 
duce them, I do not mean immediately. I 
rather suspect the purpose is ultimately to 
do away with selection in the Navy and adopt 
the Army system of promotion by seniority. 
If that were done, there would be no saving. 
I had the opportunity to go into this subject 
very definitely a few years ago, when it was 
proposed to retire 2,000 of the older Army 
officers and replace them with younger men, 
and I found that we could put in their stead 
younger officers, pay their salaries, and pay 
the salaries of the retired officers whose places 
the younger men would take, and save in ex- 
cess of $1,400 average on every one of the older 
officers retired, and that statement is in the 
Record and has been in the Record for a long 
number of years, and no one has yet shown 
that it is an untrue statement. As a matter 
of fact it is based on figures furnished me at 
that time by the War Department, 

The letter sent out by the 
Officers’ Association declared : 


“To our Brother Officers: 


“Are you at all interested in preventing 
a reduction in retired pay? 

“If you are—read this letter carefully. 
We feel sure that you will realize that 
there is just cause for all of us to worry 
as to the future status of our retired pay. 

“These matters which we are present- 
ing are of the utmost importance to all 
officers, both active and retired. 

“In 1921 the appropriation for ‘retired 
pay’ for all the services amounted to $8,- 
019,597.00. Since that time (including 
emergency officers as of 1935) it has in- 
creased to the enormous sum of $50,038,- 
088.27 which shows an increase of over 
623% in 16 years. 

“This tremendous increase in cost for 
retired pay (and it is increasing year by 
year) makes us fear the Congress may en- 
deavor to reduce the same. Due to our 
intimate acquaintance with many Sena- 
tors and Congressmen who are constantly 
warning us agianst the rapidly increasing 
number of officers being retired, for vari- 
ous causes, we know our fears to be justi- 
fled. 

“Read these extracts of remarks made 
in Congress and letters addressed to us 
by Senators and Congressmen. 

“At a committee hearing of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee on H. J. Resolu- 
tion 296—introduced by Congressman J. 
William Ditter (Pa.), which is a measure 
suspending action by naval selection 
boards for a year. Congressman Hobbs,

of Alabama, pointed out that the growth 
of the cost of the retired list (Navy) was 
from $5,583,000 in 1934 to $9,000,000 in 
1938, or an increase in cost in four years 
of over 62%. 

“Here is what Senator Walsh, Chair- 
man of the Senate Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee, has to say: 

“ “The increase in the number of retired 
officers of both the Army and the Navy is 
becoming more and more a serious prob- 
lem. There is a limit, in my judgment, to 
which the American people are willing to 
go in the matter of retired pensions and 
we should be careful not to reach that 
limit.’ 

“Here is what three Congressmen have 
written us. Two of them are members of 
the Naval Affairs Committee, and the 


other of the powerful Appropriations 
Committee. 
The communication then reproduced 


letters from Representative Ditter, Rep- 
resentative Byron N. Scott, D. of Calif., 
and Representative Melvin J. Maas, R. of 
Minn., as follows: 


Dear Colonel Marix: 

You are to be commended for your earnest 
attention to the interests of the Retired Officer 
personnel of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps. It is to be hoped that the government 
will continue to recognize in a substantial 
way the services of those service men who are 
now on the retired list. 

In this connection, permit me to direct your 
attention to a condition which may, I believe, 
jeopardize in the future the best interests of 
these retired officers. I refer to the involun- 
tary retirement of officers in the Navy and the 
Marine Corps, as a result of the selection sys- 
tem which presently prevails. The system 
now in operation contemplates an ever-in- 
creasing number of men to be carried on the 
retired rolls. This makes the entire retired 
list a most vulnerable group. It seems to me 
that aside from the objection to the present 
selection system which prevails so generally 
among officers in both the Navy and Marine 
Corps, that a sense of self protection would 
prompt an active support of legislation seek- 
ing to remedy the evils which it is acknowl- 
edged exist today as a result of this system.

Dear Colonel Marix: 

To confirm our several conversations on the 
subjects of the method of selection in the 
Navy and Marine Corps and pay of all re- 
tired officers, may I state my views as briefly 
and to the point as possible. 

I am not at all satisfied with the present 
method of selection in the Navy and Marine 
Corps, and am at the present time attempting 
to draft a bill to change method of selection. 
I can not say how much luck the bill will 
have, but I do know there are other members 
of our committee who feel as I do. 

With reference to the talked of proposal to 
reduce retired pay of all retired officers, I 
unhesitatingly state that I shall oppose this 
and shall attempt, in a new service pay bill 
upon which I am working at the present time, 
to make provision for benefits to retired offi- 
cers commensurate with any increases in pay 
on the active list. 

Any help you and your association can give 
will be sincerely appreciated.

My dear Colonel Marix: 

When we were having lunch together last 
week we were discussing what the chances 
might be for enactment of legislation, by the 
present Congress, of a new pay measure for 
our regular armed forces. 

I think we agreed that the prospect for such 
a& measure is not very bright, that two or 
more bills have been introduced for the in- 
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crease of pay for the enlisted personnel an@ 
Warrant officers, and that the chances for 
their enactment seemed to me very dubious. 

I am of the opinion that when Congress 
enacts a new pay bill, if at all, it will be for 
the combined services as a whole rather than 
for any special group. Such a bill may be 
considered during the next session. 

The purpose however of this letter is to 
remind you that I mentioned the fact that 
there is a very, very, strong sentiment grow- 
ing in Congress against the rapidly increas- 
ing number of officers being retired, mainly 
by the Navy and the Marine Corps. I believe 
that measures should be promptly taken to 
hold in check wholesale retirements of officers 
and the consequent rapidly increasing cost 
thereof. 

Reduction of retired pay to a maximum of 
$3,000.00 is being talked of effecting all retired 
officers no matter under what law they were 
retired, 

I desire to reaffirm my statement to you 
that I will do all within my power to prevent 
such reduction and that I will strive to see 
that retired officers benefit, under any new 
pay bill, and your associates must be very 
alert and ready to help your friends in Con- 
gress in guarding your interests.

“That Congress is becoming very an- 
tagonistic to the rapidly increasing cost 
of retirement pay is evidenced on all 
sides,” the Retired Officers’ Association 
letter continued. “The President of this 
Association has talked with a vast num- 
ber of Senators and Congressmen on this 
subject, and as a result feels it his 
bounden duty to warn you that the War 
and Navy Departments, and this Associa- 
tion, realize the gravity of the situation 
and the imperative necessity of united 
action to forestall a reduction in the re- 
tired pay we have earned, or are earning, 
in accordance with existing law. * * * 

“You officers on the active list: Has the 
thought ever occurred to you that you 
will, before long, be on the retired list 
yourself? If so, have you realized that, 
before long, you will be personally and 
vitally interested in these matters? Do 
you not feel, then, that it would be to 
your advantage to join now the only Asso- 
ciation which is working for the best in- 
terests of all concerned along these lines? 

“We are making no statements which 
we do not know to be correct. No retired 
officer, who does not enjoy a private in- 
come, can afford to ‘trust to luck’ that 
his retired pay will not be reduced perma- 
nently. You certainly can visualize ac- 
tions on the part of the Congress in the 
very near future to reduce government 
expenses. Such action must inevitably 
take place, and reducing pay of the Ser- 
vices would not only appeal to our legis- 
lators, but unfortunately to the civilian 
population at large. What was done once 
may be done again. * * *” 

The letter then went into other matters 
and ended with a plea for officers to join 
the Association and aid in fighting against 
any retired pay attack. 
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There has been no further action on the 
Departmental personnel bill. Already 
passed by the Senate, the bill is on the 
House Consent Calendar and may be 
passed during the final hours of the ses- 
sion, expected to end tonight. The consent 
calendar has been called once but the 
personnel bill was passed over because of 
an objection by one member. 

Coast Guard Reserve 

Senator Royal 8S. Copeland, chairman of 
the Senate Commerce Committee intro- 
duced two bills this week which would 
set up a Reserve Force for the Coast 
Guard, with a view to affording training 
for the merchant marine and giving the 
Coast Guard a force they could draw upon 
In time of emergency. 

§. 2959 authorizes the Coast Guard to 
enlist for one year apprentice seamen for 
training in deck, engineering, or commis- 
sary duties. Upon the expiration of his 
enlistment, an apprentice seaman, will be 
eligible by the Bureau of Marine Inspec- 
tion and Navigation for certification as 
able seaman, fireman, or cook in the Mer- 
chant Marine. 

The bill also authorizes the Coast Guard 
to construct in private shipyards or in 
Navy Yards, or purchase, three square- 
rigged sailing training ships with auxili- 
ary power, each with accommodation for 
two hundred apprentice seamen and an 
adequate complement of commissioned, 
warrant, and enlisted personnel; such 
training ships to be used by the Coast 
Guard for training apprentice seamen. 

Senator Copeland also introduced S. 
2958, a Bill to establish a Fleet Auxiliary 
Reserve in the Coast Guard for the train- 
ing of merchant marine officers and sea- 
men. 

The Bill provides for the establishment 
of a Fleet Auxiliary Reserve as a com- 
ponent part of the Coast Guard, the pur- 


pose of which would be to train personnel 
and licensed officers of the merchant ma- 
rine or in their duties as merchant marine 
personnel, and in the duties of the Coast 
Guard. 

Commissioned grades in the Reserve 
would be the same as in the Navy, the in- 
cumbents to be appointed by the Presi- 
dent by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. The grades and ratings in 
the Reserve would be the same as pre- 
scribed by law for the Coast Guard, ex- 
cept surfmen. 


Coach Promoted 

H. K. MeLerndon, Coach of the Coast 
Guard Academy’s crack boxing team, has 
been promoted to warrant grade in recog- 
nition of his outstanding service as both 
coach and trainer. 

Win Pistol Match 

A five man Coast Guard team, composed 
of guardsmen Jones, Cobb, Bakutis, Wil- 
son and Goulden, won the .45 calibre pis- 
tol match in the Detroit Pre-Berry Pistol 
Matches, held in that city on Aug. 15. 14 
teams competed. 

First Alaskan Plane Rescue 

On Aug. 15, a Coast Guard plane piloted 
by Lt. C. F. Edge made a flight from Port 
Hobron Island to Seward Hospital, carry- 
ing an injured whaling plant employee 
who had sustained serious injuries in a 
fall. This is the first known Coast Guard 
aviation assistance case in Alaska. 

To Aid Flight 

The Cutter Bibb left Norfolk on Aug. 12 
to take station midway between Bermuda 
and Horta for the purpose of acting as a 
radio beacon and to transmit weather re- 
ports for the Pan American Airways 
plane scheduled to make an experimental 
flight from New York, to Southampton, 
England. It is expected the return flight 
will be made early in September. 





Fourth Army Maneuvers 
Maj. Gen. George S. Simonds, Com- 
manding General of the Fourth Army and 
the Ninth Corps Area, was at Camp Rip- 
ley, Minnesota this week watching the 
second of four “little wars” of the Fourth 
Army’s mobilization from sixteen west- 
ern states, while troops are on the way 
or under orders for the third and fourth 
of these August concentrations. 

At. Fort Lewis, Wash., Brig. Gen. A. 
T. Smith, Commanding General of the 3d 
Division, within whose area of command 
the fourth and final “little war” will be 
held, has prepared the reservation for the 
two armies, The Red Army at Fort Lewis 
concentration will be under command of 
Brig. Gen. George C. Marshall, of Van- 
couver Barracks, Wash., it being the 
Fifth Brigade, reinforced. The Blue 
Army is the 41st Division, Reinforced, 
under command of Maj. Gen. George A. 
White of the Oregon National Guard. 

As dawn broke at Camp Ripley Aug. 16 
the troops of the two great divisions, the 
34th National Guard, commanded by Maj. 
Gen. Mathew A. Tinley, and the Seventh 
Streamlined Division in charge of Brig. 
Gen. Campbell B. Hodges, were stealthily 
moving towards each other like giant 
actors of an immense drama, enacted on 
4 112 square mile stage. 

Scout cars, the feelers of the sleek 
Seventh Provisional Division, which has 
discarded all its heavy impediments in 
the interests of speed, searched the 
wooded ground miles to the front. How- 
ever the 34th carefully protected the main 
routes in advance of its long columns by 
alert advance guards supported with ma- 
chine guns and artillery troops. 

_ Droning overhead were trim observa- 
tion and speedy attack ships, that con- 
Stantly sent back information by radio 
of the advancing columns or dived to dis- 
Perse the long lines as they theoretically 
Strafed the troops. 

As the opposing divisions closed the 
twenty-five mile gap, advance elements 
with radio equipped and machine gun 
armed scout and reconnaissance cars met 
well concealed machine gun groups of the 
opposing forces in the initial clashes. 
Umpires rushed to the scenes to see the 





correct tactical principles were carried 


out. 


Air Corps Officer Cleared 

Ist Lt. Roland O. 8S. Akre, AC, USA, 
was acquitted of charges that he had 
falsified a certificate of proficiency to 
qualify a Reserve officer for promotion, 
before an Army general court-martial 
last week. 

The charges had been preferred by 
W. O. Wilbur ©. Dodd, who was Lieu- 
tenant Akre’s assistant, and it was 
shown at .the trial that the proficiency 
certificate was made out in November, 
1935, while the charges were not filed 
until July, 1936, after Dodd had re- 
ceived an adverse efficiency report from 
Lieutenant Akre, 








Pension Bill Signed by President

4. Resumption of reenlistment allowances ; reform of retirement, pension and disability 
lawe for enlisted men; and an increase in grades and ratings, with compensation for technical 
knowledge and skill required by modernization. 

5. A National Guard of 210,500 enlisted men with officer complement, equipment and 
training ; 14-day training for 30,000 Army reserve officers annually; funds for carrying for- 
ward the purposes of the Thomason act ; enactment of a sound basic plan plus requisite funds 
for personnel and training of the Naval Reserve. : : 

6. Revision of pension laws to assure widows of the Regular Services a living income. 


7. Compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are employed 


on Government business, 





NOT AS MUCH PROGRESS HAS BEEN made in the realization of the several 
items on our priority list as we had hoped from the expiring session of Congress. 
Although members of both Houses are aware of the inadequacy of the compensation 
fixed by law for the Services, of its further reduction in terms of buying power as a 
result of the increase in the cost of living, and, in the case of the enlisted personnel, 
actual reduction due to the continuance of the ban on the reenlistment allowance, 
action was not taken to make the provision which conditions demand. Our only con- 
solation from what transpired is the evidence at the Capital of larger understanding 
of the pay situation, and promises of activity concerning it at the next session. For 
a time we anticipated legislation for the correction of injustices in Naval and Marine 
Corps promotion, but an unwilling Navy Department, in cooperation with the Chair- 
man of the House Naval Committee, succeeded in deferring this need. While we 
regret the destruction of careers which another year will produce, yet we have every 
reason to believe the system will be revised during the next session, probably in a 
form which will be generally satisfactory to the sea commissioned force. The Coast 
Guard has been more fortunate in obtaining legislative progress towards promotion 
reforms. Substantial grants have been made for Army modernization and motoriza- 
tion, for combat replacement and auxiliary vessels for the Fleet, and for greater air 
strength for both Services. We cannot understand the indifference shown by Con- 
gress to such essential matters as the retirement, pension and disability allowances 
for enlisted men. An Administration and a Congress so concerned about the state of 
the underprivileged of the Nation might well have been expected to make better pro- 
vision for this class of our personnel. It is at least someihing that there was granted 
an jucrease in grades and ratings in the Army. Not all that was desired for the Na- 
tional Guard and Reserves was accorded. However, the funds allowed while insuf- 
ficient to achieve the efficiency desired, will enable progress. We would have pre- 
ferred continuance of the training of a thousand Reserve officers under the Thomason 
Act. Only 650 can be so trained during the current fiscal year, yet the principle is 
maintained, and that is a cause for gratification. Moved by the pressure of the Amer- 
ican Legion, Congress increased the pensions of widows and children of veterans. 
This is an opening wedge for the grant of like consideration to the widows and 
children of the Regular Services, Official activity lacking, Congress took no steps to 
provide compensation for service personnel whose privately owned automobiles are 
used on government business. We regret that this report of our stewardship is 
lacking in complete accomplishment, but the Services may be sure we shall continue 
to press all these matters with the determination to bring them into law during the 
next session, 


THE PACIFISTS HAD THEIR WAY in the enactment of the so-called neutrality 
law, and now the United States is experiencing the consequences. Termed the “Peace 
Act of 1937,” that law has become what its critics forecasted, the “War Act of 1937.” 
Unbound by statutory requirement, before the peace-at-any-price hysteria put its 
doctrine into effect, the President was in a position to chart the course of the Gov- 
ernment with the least offense to belligerents and with the greatest advantage to 
the country. Now under the law in force it is his duty to take account of a foreign 
outbreak, determine whether or not it is of the character of war without reference 
to the definition given to it by the parties thereto, and besides imposing an embargo 
on arms and airplanes, decide what is contraband and what may be exported to the 
combatants, cash on the nail. Very properly the President has postponed pronouncing 
the situation in China as war, basing his decision upon the failure of the Tokyo and 
Nanking Governments to date so to define it. Were he to act, the offense to both 
would be great. Japan would foresee embarrassment to her factory, as well as 
military activities, and China would be deprived of articles essential for the con- 
duct of her campaign of resistance. Instead of being neutral we would be charged 
with unneutrality, popular feeling would become excited, and our risk of involvement 
would be immeasurably increased. The law with which the President is struggling 
was based upon the fallacious theory that wherever war may be there can be no 
neutrals, In practice it works contrary to the doctrine of impartiality which Wash- 
ington expressed and which, save immediately prior to the war of 1812, the United 
States always has observed.

War-Navy Merger Defeated—-A proposal to consolidate the War and Navy De- 
partments into one “Department of National Defense” was voted down by the 
House, Aug. 13, during consideration of the Governmental reorganization bill. ~ 

The measure, granting the President limited authority to reorganize the Execu- 
tive branches, was passed 283 to 75, but final action was deferred until next session, 
when the House bill will be considered by the Senate in conjunction with a Senate 
bill approved by a Senate committee this week. 

Representative Boileau, Progressive, of Wisc. submitted the amendment pro- 
viding for a National Defense Department. It proposed consolidation of the War 
and Navy Departments under one Secretary with authority in him to set up its 














organization. Three assistant secretaries, for “land, sea and air forces,” were 
provided under the plan. After brief debate, the amendment was defeated, 122 
to 51. 


Prior to the consideration of the amendment, Representative Ditter, R. of Pa., 
an opponent of the reorganization bill, had challenged Representative Fred M. 
Vinson, D. of Ky., one of its proponents, and an Administration leader, as to why 
the committee which drafted it had not provided for a Department of National 
Defense. The latter, without answering directly, declared himself in favor of such 
a consolidation, and Mr. Ditter also stated that he favored the move. However, 
when Representative Boileau offered his amendment no one spoke in favor of 
the proposal. Representative Beam, D. of Ill., opposed the amendment. 

The reorganization bill passed by the House grants to the President for a 
period of two years authority to maxe changes in the Government set-up, subject 
to a Congressional veto within 60 days and to certain restrictions set forth in the 
bill, specifically excluding certain agencies from the authority. Under these re- 
strictions, the President may not abolish any Government department, thereby pre- 
venting the establishment of a National Defense Department; he may not transfer 
the rivers and harbors, flood control and other work from the Corps of Engineers 
to any other agency; and he may not transfer the Coast Guard away from the 
Treasury Department. 

The Senate bill, 8. 2070, approved this week by the Senate special committee on 
Government organization, also attaches a number of restrictions on the power 
granted to the President. It also bars the consolidation of two departments into 
one and provides that the Corps of Army Engineers civil work shall not be affected 
but does not exempt the Coast Guard from any shift. 

To the numerous proposals for Governmental reorganization was added an- 
other this week, a bill by Representative Kopplemann, D, of Conn., to provide 
for the creation of a Board of National Defense. Under the terms of the bill, a 
permanent board of five civilians would be established to consider from time to 
time “eliminations, consolidations, or changes” in the defense forces. The board, 
which would have loosely defined powers to deal with policies regarding foreign 
relations and national defense, and would be composed of representatives of “labor, 
farm, women, business and education,” it is provided. 

A somewhat similar resolution, with the same evident intent to curtail the de- 
fense forces of the Nation has been before the Hlouse Military Affairs Committee 
most of the session. Both the War:and Navy Departments have recommended 
against the passage of resolution, H. J. Res, 254, introduced by Representative 
Luckey, D. of Neb., as serving no useful purpose, 


Objects To “Robbing” Army—Protest was registered in Congress this week against the 
growing practice of other Governmental units, both Federal and local, in “robbing” 
the Army of land under its jurisdiction. Representative Costello, D of Calif., a member 
of the House Military Committee, raised the question during House consideration of 
a bill giving the Treasury Department a portion of the West Point Military Reserva- 
tion for ‘the establishment of a silver storage deposit. Citing numerous examples of 
Army territory being taken over by other agencies, Congressman Costello declared 
that in most cases such transfers were entirely unjustified, as while they might save 
some other department the cost of purchasing land, frequently the War Department 
has been put to great expense by the transfer. The exchange of three Army air fields— 
Ford Island, Hawaii, Rockwell Field, Calif., and old Bolling Field, D, ©.—for the Na- 
val Air Station at Sunnyvale, Calif. were mentioned by the Californian. Declaring 
that 'the Army gave fields on which it had spent millions of dollars for a station ill- 
suited to its needs by the transfer. Mr. Costello went on to recall numerous other 
instances ; the establishment of the gold storage depository at It. Knox, Ky. ; transfers 
of land to the Coast Guard for stations and to the Veterans’ Administration for hos- 
pitals ; establishment of prisons by the Department of Justice, experimental farms by 
the Department of Agriculture, light-houses by the Department of Commerce, and 
parks by both Federal and local agencies, all on military reservations, later to be 
taken entirely by the civilian bureaus. Particular objection was taken to the proposal, 
now pending in Congress, to transfer the San Juan Military Reservation, Puerto Rico, 
to the Department of Interior as a national memorial. 


RAF Officers To Leave British Ships—Under a decision of the British Government, 
ending a long controversy, all Royal Air Force pilots now serving in the air arm 
of the fleet will be withdrawn from ship-borne aircraft to those based on shore, 

As the result the navy will have complete operational and administrative con- 
trol of its aircraft. About 30 per cent of the personnel belong to the R. A. F. and as 
such have been under the administrative control of the Air Ministry. 

The change is to be carried out gradually and with the fullest cooperation be- 
tween the two services. 


Naval Academy Degrees—The Navy Department has announced the regulations 
established by Secretary of the Navy Swanson for conferring degrees of Bachelor 
of Science upon graduates of the Naval Academy, in accordance with provisions 
of Act of Congress July 8, 1937. The Department also announced that the degrees 
will be conferred only upon those graduates who make application to the Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy, Rear Adm, David Foote Sellers, USN. 

In accordance with the Act, the Secretary of the Navy, on Aug. 5, 1987, estab- 
lished regulations to the effect that upon recommendation of the Academic Board 
aut the Naval Academy, in each case, the Superintendent of the Naval Academy is 





authorized to confer the degree of Bachelor of Science upon all living graduaty 
who have received, or may hereafter receive, a diploma of graduation from the 
Naval Academy. 

The degree of Bachelor of Science referred to above will be conferred only 
upon those graduates who make application for the degree direct to the Super. 
intendent, Naval Academy. Applications should give the full name, address, ang 
date of graduation of the applicant, and rank, if on the active or retired list. This 
applies also to officers who may have been commissioned in the U. 8. Army g: 
the U. S. Marine Corps. 

Applications will be acted upon as soon as possible after receipt at the Nava 
Academy, but some delay may be occasioned at first owing to the large number 
of applications that may be received. 


Leasing of Destroyers—The controversy over the proposed leasing of Over-age 
United States destroyers to Brazil for use as training vessels has resulted in delaying 
any transfer of ships until next year. Following the adverse reaction in South Ameri. 
can circles to the proposed move, the Ambassador from Argentine called on Secretary 
of State Hull and asked that the matter be deferred until his government has had ap 
opportunity to study the matter. He was assured that the United States would 
afford the Argentine Government full opportunity to go into the question. That this 
time will be ample was made certain when the Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
to which the legislation authorizing the leasing of the vessels was referred, held their 
final meeting of the session this week without acting on the bill. That the Administra. 
tion intends to go ahead with the proposal was made clear this week when the 
State Department made public a joint American-Brazilian statement defending the 
move. 


Service Travel Decisions—Three decisions were handed down by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral this week affecting the travel of personnel of the armed services. They dealt with 
the transportation of dependents, shipment of household effects and mileage. 

An Army officer, it was held, under orders for change of station, accompanied by 
his dependents while on leave of absence and traveling in the general direction of the 
new station, whose orders are changed while sick in hospital from leave of absence 
status, so as to require reporting to a different permanent station, is not entitled to 
transportation for dependents in excess of the commercial cost of transportation from 
the old station to the ultimate new station. 

In another case, it was ruled that travel by bus on regularly established bus line 
being highway travel by “privately-owned conveyance” within the meaning of Army 
Regulations, an Army Reserve officer performing official travel by bus, is entitled, 
under such regulations, to mileage based on shortest usually traveled highway dis 
tance between points of travel as shown by standard highway or mileage guides, not 
to exceed the distance shown in official mileage tables, and not to mileage based on 
official route by rail. 

The third decision was as follows: Navy Regulations providing for the shipment 
of authorized change of station allowances, clearly indicate packing and crating of all 
effects in a manner suitable for ordinary freight shipments, and shipments by motor 
van, although entirely or partially unpacked, may not exceed the cost of shipment by 
ordinary freight lines of that weight which would be proper for a similar quantity 
“after being packed,” taking into consideration charges for packing, crating, draying, 
and freight charges, and in the absence of other information as to actual tare, a 3 
per cent increase, found to be an equitable allowance for such purpose, will be applied 
in determining the gross weight. 

Where the cost of shipment by motor van or a Navy officer’s effects on change of 
station is less than by ordinary freight, the Government. as well as the officer is ex 
titled to share in the savings effected, and any excess shipment over change of station 
allowance is for computation on the basis of pro rata cost of such amount, applying 
the “gross weight” of articles which were shipped unpacked, determined by increasing 


or, 


the actual weight by 25 per cent. 


Engineering Efficiency Awards—Secretary of the Navy Swanson has announced 
that letters of recognition have been sent to twenty-seven commanding officers of 
naval vessels which stood first, or second, in their respective classes jin engineering 
efficiency during the past year. He stated that the keen rivalry between the ships 
in these annual engineering competitions had resulted not only in a material it 
crease in the efficiency of the fleet as a whole but had resulted in a marked increas 
in the cruising radii of individual vessels.

Report Navy Bills 

The Senate Naval Affairs committee 
on Aug. 19 reported favorably on 8.

Legion Airship Probe 

The George P. Vanderveer Post No. 
129 of the American Legion has made a 
report on the Future of the Airship, the 
report being prepared by a committee 
consisting of: Arthur Bently, Chairman, 
Marcus H. Russell, Dr. Samuel A. Love- 
man and Herbert H. Gable. 

The findings of the committee are sum- 
marized as follows: “As far as real pub- 
lic support in the United States is con- 
cerned, ‘Lighter-than-air’ has for years 
been the ‘forgotten man’ of aeronautics. 
The commercial field for the airship is 





available. Let’s be broadminded on this 
subject—let’s take American airships off 
the relief and with them put the Ameri- 
can flag too in the fleld of safe, economi- 
cal oceanic air transport without further 
delay.” 





Coast Guard Reserve 

The bill, 8. 2206, to provide for the 
transfer of enlisted men of the Coast 
Guard to the Fleet Naval Reserve, came 
up in the Senate Aug. 19 but was passed 
over on motion of Senator King. At that 
time, however, Senator Reynolds pro- 
posed amendments to the bill which 
would divorce the project from the navy 
and establish a Coast Guard Reserve, in- 
stead of transfering the men to the Fleet 
Naval Reserve. 

Senator Reynolds would insert a pro- 
vision “That a Coast Guard Reserve is 
hereby created and the provisions of the 
law applicable to enlisted men of the 
Navy who are transferred to the Fleet 
Naval Reserve shall, insofar as they are 
consistent with the provisions of this 
act, be applicable to enlisted men of the 
Coast Guard who are transferred to the 
Coast Guard Reserve.” 


Augusta Bluejacket Killed 

One bluejacket was killed and 18 per- 
sons injured yesterday when an anti- 
aircraft shell of undetermined origin hit 
the after well deck of the cruiser Augusta 
in the Whangpoo River. 

The Navy Department announced that 
Seaman, icl. Freddie J, Falgout, USN, 
was killed by the shell. 

The U. 8S. Embassy at Peiping was 
rocked by nearby bomb explosions during 
an air raid on the city by Japanese bomb- 
ers yesterday. No Americans were hurt 
and the Embassy was not damaged. 





Reserve Cadet Uniforms 
A revision of Army regulations pub- 
lished by the War Department this week 
eliminates the special black leather belt 
worn by Flying Cadets and provides that 
hereafter the Cadets shall wear a cloth 
belt of Air Corps officers except that it 

will have a tongue-less brass buckle. 





Battle Honors 

Pending the printing of changes in AR 
260-10, Nov. 20, 1931, paragraph 12 of 
those regulations has been changed as 
follows: 

12. Battle honors.—Streamers and silver 
bands are considered as decorations, See 
paragraph 1, AR-600-90, 

a. Streamers. 

(1) General, 

(a) Streamers of silk ribbon will be used 

to show eee 

3. Award of a decoration by a foreign 

government expressly conferred upon a 
unit. The decoration itself will be used 
only when decorations and service 
medals are prescribed by the command- 
ing officer for a ceremony, and when so 
prescribed will be attached to the 
streamer near the spearhead, 

(b) Credit for combat service will be given 
as listed below and the battle honors of the 
Regular Army will be included in the Army 
Register as part of the history of the unit, 
A decoration awarded by a foreign govern- 
ment belongs to that organization and its 
subordinate units alone and is not acquired 
under the provisions governing the crediting 
of combat service. * * * 

(2) Design. 

(a) For regimental colors, standards, or 
distinguishing flags. * * * 

8. Foreign decorations, — One streamer will 
be used for each award, The streamers will be 
of the color of the corresponding ribbon of 
the decoration, with the names of the actions 
for which awarded embroidered thereon in the 
prescribed color, Where no action is men- 
tioned in the citation, the streamer will be em- 
broidered with such number of palms and 
stars as may be specified in the citation. 

(b) For guidons.—Silk streamers will be 
used to show the possession of a foreign 
decoration by companies authorized to carry 
a guidon. These streamers will be of the cor- 
responding ribbon of the decoration, and of 
the same width, the length will be approxt- 
mately the hoist of the guidon, embroidered 
in the prescribed color with the name of the 
action for which awarded or where no action 
is mentioned in the citation with such number 
of palms and stars as may be specified in the 
citation, One streamer will be used for each 
award and will be used at ceremonies only. 

b. Silver bands.

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The War in China

The International Forces then occu- 
pied their defensive sectors with the 4th 
Marines occupying the south bank of Soo- 
chow Creek on the left of the Japanese 
Sector. 

Since the outbreak of hostilities the 
Chinese have moved in a force of 13 divi- 
sions totaling approximately 100,000 regu- 
lar soldiers. The Japanese initial force 
of some 6,000 sailors was reinforced to a 
total of about 10,000 sailors. Japan has 
about 40 war vessels in the Shanghai sec- 
tor, including one aircraft carrier. 

On Wednesday and Thursday small 
army units have been landed in the Jap- 
anese Sector from docks in the Whangpoo 
River, and it is reported that a Japanese 
division has been trying to fight its way 
overland from Liuho. In addition to this 
one Japanese division, two more Japanese 
divisions are reported enroute to this 
area. 

At present the Chinese have failed to 
destroy the Japanese landing force and 
the possibility of a Chinese success has 
been greatly diminished by the arrival 
of these Japanese reinforcements. It is 
now considered possible that China may 
withdraw to a defensive position outside 
the Shanghai area. 

The Japanese have occupied Sung Ming 
Island in the Yangtze probably as an ad- 
vanced air base. 

The newspaper accounts of dangers in- 
cident to the evacuation of American Na- 
tionals hive been greatly exaggerated 
official reports indicate. The evacuation 
has been proceeding smoothly and with 
comparative safety. About 1,000 have 
been evacuated to date. 

Fo'lowing the start of hostilities, Ad- 
miral Harry E. Yarnell, USN, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, U. S. Asiatic Fleet, 
moved up to Shanghai on his flagship, 

the crui-er, Augusta, which is now an- 
chored in the Whangpoo River. Five 
other ships of his command are at 
Shanghai, the destroyers, Edsall, Par- 
rott, and Peary, the gunboat Sacra- 
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mento and the patrol vessel, Isabel. 
Ashore is the Fourth Regiment of Ma- 
rines with a strength of 1,050 officers 
and men, now augmented by 50 Marines 
and 50 blue-jackets from the Augusta. 
Another company of the Fourth Ma- 
rines was to arrive from Cavite on the 
Dollar liner, President Hoover, which is 
to transport refugees from Shanghai to 
Manila. Still another company of Ma- 
rines is coming from the Philippines 
aboard the transport Gold Star. 

The Marine contingent at Shanghai is 
to be doubled within the next month. 
Twelve hundred Marines under Brig. 
Gen. John C. Beaumont, USMC, com- 
mander of the 2nd Brigade of the Fleet 
Marine Force, will leave San Diego 
within the next week on the transport 
Chaumont, accompanied by the cruiser 
Marblehead. The units under his com- 
mand going to China are the Headquar- 
ters, 2nd Brigade and the 6th Regiment 
of Marines. 

At the same time the announcement 
was made from Washington of the or- 
dering of additional Marines to Shang- 
hai, a statement of American policy was 
made known at the White House and 
the State Department. It was that there 
is no present intention of invoking the 
neutrality act and declaring that a state 
of war exists between China and Japan. 
In this connection it was emphasized 
that diplomatic relations are still main- 
tained between the two countries. Fur- 
ther and more significant in view of 
the absence of any such statement of 
policy to this effect in the pact was the 
declaration that the United States has 
no intention of withdrawing from China 
at present. While, it is hoped that at 
some time in the future, we may with- 
draw all troops, any present evacua- 
tion, it was stated, is “unthinkable.” 

Secretary of State Hull declared that 
it was the clear duty of the Government 
to support as far as possible its citizens 
in any part of the world in the legiti- 
mate pursuit of their interests. In doing 
this, he said, it was the fixed policy of 
the Government to cooperate with local 
authorities in offering facilities for re- 
moval of Americans from danger zones 
and in standing by them if necessary. 
To withdraw now, it was stated, would 
not only be an abandonment of the obli- 
gation owed by this Government to its 
citizens, but would convict the United 
States of cowardice in the eyes of the 
world. 

With three Americans killed in the 
bombing of Shanghai, only one casualty 
has been reported among the American 
military forces, Pharmacists Mate Floyd 
Arnold of the 4th Marines being 
wounded. The Sacramento was slightly 
damaged by two bombs which fell in the 
river about 20 vards from her, Aug. 15. 

Meanwhile, fighting continues at other 
points in China. A force of Japanese 
has been attempting to force the Nan- 
kow pass 30 miles northwest of Peiping. 
In the Peiping-Tientsin area there are 
now more than 70,000 Japanese troops, 
while in the area west and northwest 
of Peiping there are reported to be ap- 
proximately 135.000 Chinese troops 
with approximately 100,000 additional 
troons south of Tientsin and about 50,- 
000 in the Shantune area.

ORC Appointment Policy 

Secretary Woodring declared the War 
Department's opposition to making ap- 
pointments in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
in ranks higher than the minimums pre- 
scribed in Army regulations, in a letter 
sent to the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee this week. 

The War Department, he told Congress 
is “strongly opposed” to a bill which 
would provide for the commissioning of 
Lincoln Elisworth as a lieutenant colonel 
in the Reserves. 

“Mr. Ellsworth applied for commission 
in the Officers’ Reserve Corps in Febru- 
ary, 1937,” Secretary Woodring stated. 
“While the War Department was deeply 
appreciative of the patriotic tender of his 
services and keenly aware of his splendid 
record of achievement, yet it did not feel 
that under the regulations, as now ad 
ministered, he could be appointed to a 
grade commensurate with his age or in 
keeping with his prominence in civilian 
life. Mr. Ellsworth was so informed hy 
the War Department. 

“It is believed, in justice to all, that all 
appointments in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps should be made by the War De 
partment in accordance with policies and 
regulations based on the laws passed by 
Congress governing the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. To deviate from this practice in 
an individual case places the officer so 
commissioned in a preferred position, 
Such action will encourage many others 
to seek commissions in a similar manner, 
The effect of appointments, by this means, 
will be destructive to the morale of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps as a whole, There-

Dedicate Navy Memorial 


In a speech delivered at Brest, France, 
on Aug. 12, at the dedication of the 
memorial commemorative of the War ser 
vice of the American Navy in Europe and 
surrounding waters, Ambassador Jose 
phus Daniels, Secretary of the Navy dur- 
ing the World War, paid high tribute to 
the personnel of the Navy who gave their 
lives to the Allied cause. 

The memorial, in the form of a light- 
house, was the scene of impressive cere 
mony as sailors from the USS Kane 
formed a guard of honor. 

General John J, Pershing was unable 
to attend, but sent a message which was 
read by Captain Robert Schow, USA, in 
which he expressed his “Appreciation and 
admiration for the heroic and unselfish 
services rendered by the Navy during the 
War.” 

Ambassador Daniels called attention to 
the efficiency of the Navy in transporting 
over two million men across the ocean 
without the loss of a single life, and to 
the shroud of secrecy with which the 
Navy so ably cloaked the details of ship 
movements and transpert settings. 

He also spoke of the cordiality with 
which the-American fleet was greeted in 
France, and of the splendid spirit with 
which collaborating ship movements 
were carried out, particularly in the con 
voy service. 

“The mission of the United State’s na 
val forces in France was thus officially 
crystallized in a sentence: “To safeguard 






United States’ troops and store ships and 
to cooperate with French naval authori- 
ties,’ said the Former Secretary. “His- 
tory does not record a more perfect execu- 
tion of an official order.” 

He also paid tribute to Admiral Sims as 
“the brilliant commander of American 
naval forces in European waters in the 
many operations which brought glory to 
the navies of both english speaking na- 
tions.” 

He went on to say that: 

“The World War was won on the 
western front by the combined valor of 
the soldiers of the Allied and associated 
armies. To that invincible force the Navy 
contributed valiant aviators and militant 
Marines. Its chief contributions of the 
offensive were the successful war on the 
submarines, the laying of the mine bar- 
rage in the North Sea which began to take 
toll of U-boats even before its completion 
and other mine barrages; the safe con- 
voy of merchant ships; the utilization in 
our Naval Railway Batteries of the 15- 
inch guns in answer to the long-range gun 
shelling of Paris; the brilliant feats of 
naval aviators ‘battling in the central 
blue’ of European skies; its radio which 
girdled the globe, and every other activity 
which a navy could render on both sea and 
land. But the paramount service of the 
Navy was the safeguarding of transports 
which bore to France the vast force which 
gave decisive strength toward the victory 
of the Allies. The ferry to France was 
the greatest sea-borne transportation feat 
in history, in that it was carrying two 
million men over three thousand miles in- 
fested with submarines. They were 
precious cargoes of human freight. That 
it was so regarded when its commanding 
usefulness was fresh in the minds of the 
world is attested by commendation by 
those most competent to testify.”

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Samuel Storrow Sumner, Major Gen- 
eral, U .S. Army, son of Maj. Gen. Edwin 
Vy. Sumner, U. 8S. Army, was born Febru- 
ary 6th, 1842, at Carlisle Barracks, Pa., 
of which post his father was in command. 

He entered the Regular Army June 
16th, 1861, as a Second Lieutenant of the 
2nd (now the 5th) U. 8. Cavalry. Served 
with Troop “D” at Washington, D. C., and 
at Poolesville, Md. Was detached in Nov., 
1861, and ordered to report as aide-de- 
camp to his father, General E. V. Sumner, 
then commanding the Ist Division, Army 
of the Potomac. Accompanied the 2nd 
Corps, then commanded by General Sum- 
ner, to Virginia, and was present at the 
battles of Williamsburg and Fair Oaks; 
was awarded brevet commission of First 
Lieutenant for gallantry in latter en- 
gagement ; was sent to Ft. Monroe late in 
June on account of severe illness; re- 
joined the Army at Harrison Landing 
early in August and accompanied the 2nd 
Corps on its return to Washington; was 
present at the battle of Antietam and re- 
ceived brevet commission of Captain for 
gallantry in that engagement; accom- 
panied the Right Grand Division, then 
commanded by Gen. Sumner, on its march 
to the Rappahannock River, and was 
pre: nt at the battle of Fredericksburg. 
Was appointed a Staff Captain in Sept., 
1862. On the death of General Sumner in 
March, 1863, he was ordered for tem- 
porary duty on the staff of General Woo!, 
New York City; was detached and 
ordered to report to General Burnside at 
Cincinnati, for duty as aide-de-camp. 
When the 9th Corps was sent from Ken- 
tucky to Vicksburg, Captain Sumner 
volunteered to accompany it, and with 
General Burnside’s consent, reported for 
duty as A. D. C. to General Parke, com- 
manding the Corps; was present at the 
surrender of Vicksburg and rode with 
General Grant and staff into the city on 
July 4th, 1863; he received the brevet 
commission of Major for the Vicksburg 


campaign. He returned with the 9th Corps 


to Kentucky and accompanied it on its 
march to Knoxville, Tenn., where he re- 
turned for duty on the staff of General 
Burnside ; was relieved from duty on the 


staff October, 1863, and ordered to join his 


regiment, then serving with the Army of 
the Potomac. 

He was present at the battle of Sum- 
mit Springs, Colorado, June 11th, 1869, 
where the Indians were thoroughly de- 
feated and obliterated as an active hostile 
force. Captain Sumner was awarded a 
brevet commission of Lieutenant Colonel 
for gallantry in this engagement. 

On return from Europe, Captain Sum- 
ner joined his troop at Camp Bowie, 
Arizona ; spent three years at Bowie, was 
granted leave, and rejoined his troop at 
Ft. Hayes, Kansas. In May, 1876, the 5th 
Cavalry was concentrated at Ft. D. A. 
Russell, and proceeded to vicinity of Pine 
Ridge Reservation; had an encounter 
with Indians at War Bonnet Creek and 
drove them back to the reservation; the 
regiment then joined General Crook’s 
force at Goose Creek, Wyoming ; the com- 
mand marched to the mouth of the Yel- 
lowstone River, and from that point 
marched to the Black Hills, Dakota ; dur- 
ing this march the command suffered 
horses and mules were 


ment took place between a band of In- 
dians and part of the command at Slim 
Buttes; the Indians were defeated and 
their village captured. Later in the day 
another large band of Indians, led by the 
famous chief Crazy Horse, made a 
spirited attack along the front of the en- 
tire command, but was easily repulsed. 
The command was not in condition to pur- 
Sue these Indians and had to continue its 
forced march to the Black Hills for sup- 
plies. Another attack was made by In- 
dians on the rear guard the next morning, 
but with no damage. On reaching the 
Black Hills some cattle and other food 
were obtained, which greatly relieved the 
famishing soldiers, The campaign of 
1876 was the most trying experience Cap- 
tain Sumner ever had during his service 
on the Western Plains. 

During his service at Ft. Myer as a 








colonel of the 6th Cavalry in 1896, he took 
his command (four Troops of Cavalry) to 
New York City, once as escort for Li 
Hung Chang, Chinese Envoy, and again 
to participate in the dedication of Tomb 
of General Grant. On the latter occasion 
he was placed in command of all the 
Regular Army troops present, and 
ordered to march them over-land to Phila- 
delphia. This column was composed of 
four companies of Artillery acting as In- 


fantry, one light battery of Artillery and | 


four troops of Cavalry. On arriving at 
Philadelphia the command formed the 
escort for President McKinley at the un- 


veiling of the equestrian statue of Gen- | 


eral George Washington. 

On May 4th, 1898, Colonel Sumner was 
appointed Brig. General of Volunteers, 
and assigned to command of the Ist 
Brigade of Cavalry, consisting of the 8rd 
6th and 9th Regiments; the brigade was 
moved to Tampa, Florida, and formed a 
part of the Expeditionary Force sent to 
Cuba in June, 1898. On June 30th, owing 
to illness of Major General Wheeler, Gen- 
eral Sumner was placed in command of 
the Cavalry Division, consisting of six 
regiments of Cavalry, all dismounted; he 
commanded the Division throughout the 
battle of San Juan on July Ist. On Sept. 
Tth, 1898, he was promoted to Major Gen- 
eral of Volunteers for service in Cuba. 

Colonel Sumner was tendered the posi- 
tion of Military Attache at the Court of 
St. James, and sailed for England on May 
17th, 1899. During Colonel Sumner’s stay 
in England he witnessed the departure 
of the English troops for South Africa, 
and was present, by invitation, at the 
maneuvers of the German Army in the 
fall of 1899. 

In June, 1901 ,the Insurrecto General 
Juan Callies surrendered to General 
Sumner at Santa Cruz, together with a 
large part of his followers. In June, 1902, 
has was placed in temporary command of 
the Department of Luzon, and later given 
command of the Department of Mindanao, 

General Sumner was awarded a cita- 
tion by the resident of the United States 
for gallantry at the battle of San Juan, 
Cuba, was also awarded a medal for gal- 
lantry in action, and had the campaign 
medals for service in the Civil War, In- 
dian Wars, War with Spain, Philippine 
Insurrection and China Relief Expedition. 
He was a member of the Order of the Cin- 
cinnati, Loyal Legion of the United States 
Army of Santiago, Society of the Dragon, 
and others. 

In Feb., 1868, General Sumner (then 
Captain of Cavalry) was married to 
Frederica N. Bennett, of Oswego, New 
York. 

He was a member of the Union Club of 
Boston and the Army and Navy Club of 
Washington. 

General Sumner died about 9 :00 o’clock 
on the morning of July 26th, 1937, in his 
apartment at No. 1070 Beacon Street, 
Brookline, Mass., in his 96th year. He 
was buried on July 28th, 1937, in the Na- 
tional Cemetery at Arlington, Va., with 
full military honors, beside his wife who 
died March 6th, 1932. 

He left no children but is survived by 
his nieces, Mrs. C. Herbert Halcomb, Mrs. 
John M. Carson, Mrs. Edward L. King, 
and a nephew, Mr. William 8S. Teall, of 
Syracuse, N. Y.

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Merchant Marine Survey 

For the first time in the history of the 
Merchant Marine, the Government 
through the Maritime Commission is 
undertaking a comprehensive survey of 
the industry, its troubles, financial, eco- 
nomic and industrial ; its possibilities and 
uses, commercial, social, and as a part of 
the national defense, and finally its costs, 
both for the present and for the future. 

Chairman Joseph P. Kennedy declared 
this week that a section of the survey 
concerning trade routes had been under 
way for some time, and said that he 
hoped, upon completion of the survey, to 
be able to present to the President, and to 
the people of the United States for the 
first time a comprehensive, long-range 
program for the merchant marine, and 
an estimate of what such a program 
would cost. 

Amendments to the Merchant Marine 
Act, which was passed last year and 
under which the Commission was estab- 
lished, are likely to come out of the sur- 
vey. It is expected the survey will be com- 
pleted late in September, 

Labor and the present factional fight 
between the American Federation of 
Labor and the Committee for Industrial 
Organization are to be made the subject 
of a special study. 

Finances, both present and past, in- 
cluding the resources of shipping com- 
panies and the prospects for future busi- 
ness are to be studied under a separate 
head, 

“As we dug into the problem we were 
confronted with such a mass of unproven 
data and contrary opinion as to make a 
ready solution impossible to achieve,” Mr. 
Kennedy said. “It has been decided, there- 
fore, to canvass the entire shipping situa- 
tion in all aspects before attempting to 
set up the long range program contem- 
plated by this act.” 

The commission has tentative plans for 
the building of 95 ships, but not a single 
contract will be let, or a keel laid until 
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the commission is in “a position to ap- 
praise the cost in the light of the facts 
the survey develops.”

The condition statement of weekly 
reporting member banks in 101 leading 
cities shows the following principal 
changes for the week ended August 11:

Rep. Ditter Hits Navy Bill 

Representative J. W. Ditter, R. of Pa., 
sharply critized the Navy Department 
personnel bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Vinson in an address to the House, 
Aug. 13. His speech follows: 

Mr. Speaker, the United States Navy com- 
mands the respect of the nations of the 
world. It is the first line of our national 
defense. It should enlist the support of every 
American citizen who is interested in the 
welfare of the Nation. To merit such support 
the Navy should adopt policies and pursue 
programs by which the taxpayers of the 
country would be prompted to accept will- 
ingly the financial burden for its construc- 
tion, maintenance, and operation. Evidence 
of waste and extravagance necessarily invite 
opposition to this financial burden, the more 
so if suggestions to effect efficiencies and 
economies are met with gestures and shadow 
boxing, so palpably plain as to stimulate the 
grotesqueness of a first-night amateur exhi- 
bition. The Navy has a duty to the taxpay- 
ers. That duty is to justify the expenditure 
of every dollar which it requests by appro- 
priation from the Congress. Of necessity, 
this duty relates itself not only to the build- 
ing of ships and the establishment of shore 
stations but much more so to the develop- 
ment and the maintenance of an efficient, en- 
thusiastic, and inspired body of officers and 
men, That which contributes to such devel- 
opment and maintenance is commendable, 
That which mitigates or interferes with such 
development and maintenance should be re- 
jected. 

Graduation day at Annapolis is a festive 
occasion. It is a scene never to be forgotten, 
The climax of discarding the middies’ caps 
as they toss them into the air is thrilling. 
Each of these young men has a right to ex- 
pect that his success is dependent wpon but 
one thing—-himself. 

The graduation-day address is always an 
important part of the exercise. It should be 
challenging and inspiring. The address this 
year represented careful thought and pains- 
taking effort. A considerable portion of the 
address was a defense of the system of pro- 
motion prevailing in the Navy, known as the 
selection system. The system was character 
ized “as the best system we have yet de- 
vised. It is not in its final form.” Imper- 
fections in the system were admitted. The 
inference was plain that legislation would be 
suggested by which the imperfections could 
be corrected, The message went out not only 
to the middies but to the men of all ranks 
in the Navy that the storm of protest which 
had been raised against the operation of the 
selection system would be answered in a 
forthright manner by an equitable, just, im- 
partial, workable bill to correct the evils.
